No  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Council  for  the  cleansing 
and  disinfecting  of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings.

Twenty  eight  villages  are  supplied  vdth  viator  from  the 
Council’s  water  mains  and  17  villages  are  dependent  on  wolls 
and  springs.  The  v/ator  was  satisfactory  in  quality.  During 
the  year  the  Council’s  mains ’supply  was  extended  to  one  village 
anf  three  groups  of  dw’elling  houses.  V/ith  the  exception  of 
Llanon,  Talgarreg  and  Alltyplacca  water  supply  schemes,  the 
water  supplying  the  district  is  plumbo- solvent  and  the  use  of 
lead  pipes  is  prohibited.
